HOW TO BEAT THE “GENESTA.” 


O THE NEW YORK YaCHT CLUB; Having heard ru- 

mors that the Englishmen are going to try to win 

back the Queen’s Cup, I have a proposition to make, to which 
I trust you will give due consideration. 

I am part owner of Robert Fulton’s original steamboat, 
“‘Clermont,” and what I ask is that I may be allowed the 
privilege of trying whether the consummation of English 
naval science, in the way of a racing machine, can beat the 
old steamboat that the Yankees built eighty years ago, before 
they knew anything about the laws of resistance, power, or 
any scientific nonsense.
